Leading this small group of seeming book sadists 
on the evening of Tuesday, December 3, was Marion 
resident and artist Jessica Harris. The event was called 
"Book Crafts for Adults," and it was part of the library's 
diverse winter programming lineup. However, at the 
top of the agenda wasn't the butchering of books with 
implements of destruction; these women were there to 
create. 

The spread of craft paper, ribbons, clips, lace, bags 
of fabric scraps, scissors, glue bottles, and piles of textured 
paper products across the table was the artistic equivalent 
of the Big Bang. 

The great artist Pablo Picasso once said: "Every 
act of creation begins with an act of destruction." And 
when making unique book art out of recycling books, a 
book must die before a new one can be born. 

"The really great thing about book art is that it's 
really accessible and anyone can do it," said Harris.

to act as the shell for an altogether brand-new book or 
journal. Using vintage images, aged paper, graph paper, 
and even aged ledger paper, sheets are folded and 
attached together to make a "signature," essentially a 
chapter, so to speak, of pages that are fastened in between 
the two covers of the base book. Other old books - ones 
that no one ever checks out from the library anymore 
and have been "withdrawn" from the catalog and never 
resold during any of the ensuing book fairs - are used 
to cut out unique illustrations, maps, graphs, photos, or 
text to decorate the art book, which is either a themed 
art book, travel journal, personal memento, or just about 
anything the book artist desires. 

Many of the finished books Harris brought with 
her were holiday-themed, like elaborate Christmas cards 
of sorts. Others had a vintage feel to them, an air of 
whimsy, and the spirit of having been handmade simply 
for the sake of making art. 

"There's no rules," said Harris, guiding the 
participants as they selected bits and bobs for their 
creations unfolding before them. "That's the beautiful

thing about this; it can be anything you want it to be."

She's even nastier 
than Ebenezer 
ever was. "Boy, I 
thought I was bad," 
her great-great- 
great grandfather 
declares after he 
visits her with 
a warning on 
Christmas Eve. 

Emmalina's 
reason for being 
so miserable is 
very different 

than Ebenezer's, but he still has his hands full with her. 
Ebenezer manages to impress himself while summoning 
cracks of thunder and pealing bells, but he's not able to 
impress Emmalina, who rolls her eyes at his warnings 
and goes back to bed. Defeated, he calls in three ghosts: 
Emmalina's sister, Jaime (Christmas Past), A Christmas 
Carol author Charles Dickens (Christmas Present), and the 
mysterious Ghost of Christmas Future. 

Jaime, as it turns out, has been keeping tabs on 
her sister from the afterlife. "You were such a nice kid," 
she tells Emmalina with a raised eyebrow. "Now look at 
you. When was the last time you did anything nice for 
anyone?" 

Happy as Emmalina is to see her sister, she 
doesn't heed her sister's warnings. Thinking back on a 
recent Christmas party featuring a pinata, she points out, 
"I could've hit someone with a baseball bat, but I didn't." 

The Ghost of Christmas Present, too, tries to 
solve Emmalina's woe, but finds very little interest on 
her part. Dickens takes Emmalina to an orphanage on 
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attempts to reason 
with her and 
goes back to bed. 
"Don't let the 

door hit you in the butt on the way out," she tells him. 
"And get the lights!" 

In the end, it's up to the Ghost of Christmas 
Present to convince Emmalina to change. Getting through 
to her might be too big of a challenge, even for that 
particular ghost, though. 

Emmalina Scrooge was written by Cape Cod-based 
playwright Steph DeFerie, who joined the MAC'S young 
cast via a Skype call to talk about the play on the night of 


Christmas Eve, 
where he points 
out just how 
much Emmalina 
has to be thankful 
for, and what she 
could do to help 
others. 

Even the plight 
of orphans 
can't warm 
Emmalina's stone 
heart, though. 
Unruffled, she 
rebuffs Dickens' 
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Monday, December 2. When asked how long it took her to 
write the play, she estimated that it took about six months. 
"Not too long," she added with a laugh. 

She gave the cast some words of advice before 
performances begin: "First of all, it's supposed to be fun, 
so have fun!" she told them. "If you forget your lines, just 
keep talking. After all, the audience doesn't have a script. 
They won't know!" 

Emmalina Scrooge will be performed at the Marion 
Art Center on December 6 and 7, as well as December 
13-15. All Friday and Saturday shows begin at 7:30 pm, 
while the Sunday matinee begins at 2:00 pm. Tickets are

Town Must Cut Funding for 
Rochester Country Fair

These have certainly been trying times for the 
Rochester Country Fair, a 20-years-long tradition to which 
its success rests solely on the right atmospheric conditions 
to draw the big crowds to the all-outdoor event. After 
this year's country fair was cut short due to the Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis threat and a curfew restricting events 
on town land to daylight hours, the country fair took a 
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major financial hit this year. 

On December 2 during the meeting of the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen, Kelly Morgado of the 
RCF Board of Directors learned that the country fair is 
facing another financial hit now that the RCF has recently 
changed its status from a town entity to a non-profit 
501(c)(3), making it ineligible to receive funding from the 
annual $10,000 donation SEMASS gives to the town to 
help pay for town/community projects. 

The RCF had historically received $5,000 of the 
$10,000 in SEMASS funds each year, but in 2019 was 
already reduced to $4,000. 

The RCF is no longer eligible for town funding 
due to the "anti-aid amendment" to the Massachusetts 
Constitution, which prohibits public funds or property 
from being given to private organizations or charities. 

The Town of Rochester recently used the anti-aid 
amendment as its reason for not funding a Town Meeting 
article submitted by another non-profit non-government 
organization (NGO). 

Morgado said that when the conversation first 
arose in September about the RCF separating from the 
town to form its own NGO, she was concerned about 
whether the fair could still receive the donation money it 
had relied upon for years. 

"The town can't give money to a non-profit," said 
Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. 

"Now, I think the fair falls into the [same]

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category as the Friends of the Library, the Boy Scouts... 
Those are all 501(c)(3)s," said Selectman Greenwood 
"Woody" Hartley, "and we don't give money to them. So, 
we either give it to everybody... We need to think about 
it." 

According to Morgado, she was told that it would 
not be a problem receiving the funds during a September 
RCF "wrap-up" meeting with the Board of Selectmen, she 
claimed. 

None of the selectmen recalled ever having 
a conversation about SEMASS donation money with 
Morgado during a prior meeting. 

Without the funding, Morgado said as she got up 
to leave, "That'll be interesting..." 

Earlier, Morgado requested to use the fairgrounds 
for 10 days to hold 10 fundraisers throughout the months 
leading up to the country fair, which will be held this year 
for two days only: August 8-9 during daylight hours only. 

The state expects another summer of elevated EEE 

risk. 

"The past three years have been pretty disastrous 
for the fair," said Morgado in her request for approval of 
the 10 fundraiser days. 

The selectmen approved the use of the 
fairgrounds for the two country fair days only, and held 
off on approving the 10 fundraiser days. 

Hartley asked Morgado if she had asked the Pine 
Street neighbors if they would mind the 10 fundraiser

events, which would include one or two hot modified 
tractor pulls in addition to the usual antique tractor pulls. 
She said that she did send a letter to the surrounding 
neighbors to inform them. 

"Positive feedback (from neighbors) will make it 
easier for us to say yes," said Hartley. 

Also during the meeting, Mark Wellington, 
a member of the local 501(c)(3) Rochester Affordable 
Housing, Inc. appeared with a summary of six town- 
owned properties that would be appropriate as a site for 
an affordable housing development for seniors, and asked 
the board to transfer a piece of town property over to the 
non-profit for that specific use. 

Ironically, one such piece of land is the town-

owned Pine Street fairgrounds, the site of the annual 
Rochester Country Fair. 

"We're turning the material over to you 
gentlemen and we're hoping that you can help us," said 
Wellington. "In order for us to really get going, we need a 
piece of land. 

"Right now we don't have anything to start 
with," continued Wellington. "We're really hoping that 
you folks can help us out." 

The board took the matter under advisement to 
bring up again during its January 20 meeting. 

During a follow-up after the meeting, Szyndlar 
explained to The Wanderer how the anti-aid amendment 
that applies to the RCF does not apply to Rochester 
Affordable Housing, Inc.'s request for town property. 

According to Szyndlar, the town is working with 
town counsel to carve out a legal avenue to accommodate 
the land request, such as a land auction with a restriction 
that the land must be used for affordable senior housing. 

Also during the meeting, the board recognized 
Firefighter/Paramedic Jessica Vinjerud and Firefighter/ 
EMT Andrew Weigel for each receiving a Norman Knight 
Award for Excellence in Community Service at the 30 th 
Annual Firefighter of the Year Awards in Worcester on 
November 26 presented by Governor Charlie Baker. 

Chief Weigel said he nominated the two 
because of their work in coordinating the New England 
Brotherhood Ride. 

"That was quite an honor," said Firefighter 
Weigel, "and it's great to be part of this little town." 

In other business, the board voted to set the 
January 1, 2020 beach sticker price at $20 - free for citizens 
over age 70, and the transfer station sticker was set at $40; 
$30 for over age 70. 

The board renewed the annual alcohol. Class II, 
Class III, Range, and Automatic Amusement licenses in 
Rochester. 

Christina White was appointed to the 
Agricultural Commission, bringing the total number 
of members to four - a quorum, which now allows the 
commission to officially begin meeting.

Beach Stickers Restricted to Residents 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Rates for Marion's beach privilege sticker have 
been officially set at $10, members of Marion's Board of 
Selectmen decided on Tuesday, December 3. 

The stickers, which cover access to (and parking 
at) Silvershell Beach, have been separated this year from 
transfer station stickers, which will be issued separately. 
One beach sticker per residence will be permitted, 
and property owners will have the option to purchase 
a guest pass for long-term renters as well, explained 
Harbormaster Office Administrative Assistant Donna 
Hemphill. 

Hemphill noted that short-term renters - defined 
as those renting a house for vacation purposes - would 
not be allowed to use a beach sticker. They will have the 
chance to purchase a $10 daily pass, although there will 
be a cap on the number of daily passes available. 

Marion residents above the age of 70 will also be 
allowed one free beach sticker, according to the town's 
website. 

The stickers will go into effect on January 1, 2020. 
Hemphill said that she hoped to begin selling them on 
December 17. Further information, she added, will soon

be available on the town website. 

Marion Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
added that he and Flemphill had looked into offering 
"non-resident stickers" for members of neighboring 
communities. Ultimately, McGrail advised against it. 

"When we did the research, the only towns 
offering non-resident beach stickers were towns that had 
more than one beach," McGrail explained. "With one 
beach and limited parking, I think that would be more 
stress than Silver shell could handle." 

"When I mentioned the idea of non-resident 
stickers, I wasn't thinking of the beach, but of parking," 
explained Selectman John Waterman. "There are a few 
non-residents working in town, and they can't park at Old 
Landing or Island Wharf as far as I know." 

"That's something we can do," said McGrail. "We 
can maybe add a non-resident parking sticker and get 
back to you with ideas on that." 

"We have limited parking," pointed out 
Selectmen Chairman Randy Parker. "We'd have to be 
careful on how we distribute those stickers." 

"I don't think there would be a ton of demand, 
except maybe for Tabor games," Waterman reasoned. "We 
could ask for proof of town employment or something." 

McGrail said he and Flemphill would do further 
research and return with ideas at a future Board of 
Selectmen meeting. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen learned 
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that long-time Marion police officer Anthony DiCarlo 
is resigning. Though the board members reacted with 
surprise, DiCarlo is leaving for an excellent opportunity; 
he will be joining the Massachusetts State Police. 

"Oh, excellent!" Parker said, upon hearing the 

news. 

DiCarlo's resignation will leave a vacant position 
in the Marion Police Department for Chief John Garcia to 
fill. 

In other business, Kate's Simple Eats owner 
Kate Ross came before the board seeking an alteration of 
premises. However, as she pointed out, the request was 
simply an amendment to the cafe's liquor license, rather 
than an alteration to the actual premises.

Somehow, Old Colony football is heading into 
uncharted, yet strangely familiar territory. 

While the idea might seem a bit convoluted, it's 
rather simple. 

For the first time in program history, the Cougars 
will play for the State Vocational Championship on 
Thursday. The farthest they've made it in the State 
Vocational tournament was in 2016, when they made it to 
the semi-finals. 

The familiar part about Thursday's contest is Old 
Colony's opponent.

Tri-County also beat Old Colony in overtime on 
Thanksgiving Eve. 

Old Colony's prior two losses came at the hands

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of the same team, the same one they're slated to face in 
the State Vocational Championship: South Shore. 

"The one nut we haven't cracked yet is South 
Shore," Mendez said. "[This is] obviously a nice chance to 
get at them." 

In addition to a title and finally beating a South 
Shore team that's beaten Old Colony twice, the Cougars 
would also get a chance to log the first double-digit win 
season in program history. Both the win total and State 
Vocational title are only made more impressive by the fact 
that the Mayflower Small Vocational Division had four of 
its five teams make the playoffs. 

"It's good for our league," Mendez said. "It's been 
a tough league. For us, being competitive through that 


was great. It's kind of what we've done. We still got out 
eyes on one more though. 

"Our kids' attitude is that they're proud of what 
they've done so far," Mendez continued, "but they're so 
hungry to get the Vocational title that I don't think that it's 
even set in yet that they are where they are." 

The old sports cliche, "It's hard to beat the same 
team three times," plays into the Cougars' advantage this 
time. But that's not something Mendez or his players will 
read into. They've reassessed everything and understand 
what they need to do to finally get the better of the 
Vikings. 

"I think we got to execute better. The first two 
times we played them we had some costly mistakes that 
really - one game was [decided] by a point, second game 
was by a touchdown," Mendez said. "In each game, we 
had the ball late in the game with the chance to go ahead 
and we didn't succeed. To me, it's prepare for another 
dogfight and we have to execute better. 

"We got a few ideas of ways we can be a little bit 
better," he continued. "And I think a lot of it came down 
to being a little bit tougher upfront. [South Shore has] 
been the toughest team in the interior we've played all 
year. I think that's been the difference. We've rested on 
our laurels a few times with our lineman being very, very 
good. Now that we're up against a line that's just as good, 
we got to execute a little bit better upfront to get over the 
hump." 

The Cougars will be put to the test this week on 
Thursday at 6:00 pm at Norwell.

The story is told that 
Lemuel Kelley hoped to marry Jane Luce, but she married 
a member of the Cobb family and lived across the street.

Animal Advice 


Jay Gould, DVM 


I'm confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and cat. I 
hear about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. Whats the deal? 

Talk to your vet about the the specifics of their 
wellness programs, but the Massachusetts law 
requires that dogs and cats be vaccinated for rabies 
by 6 months of age. A booster shot should follow in 9 
to 12 months. The second shot is good for three years 
assuming that the vaccine is licensed for 3 years. If 
the second shot is even a day late over the 12 month 
period the vaccine is automatically only legal for 1 
year. So don't delay after getting a reminder card 
saying your pet is overdue for shots. 

The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 
year rabies shot in cats as a 3 year vaccines contain a 
substance that can cause cancer at the vaccination site 
in a very small percentage of cats. Again, talk to your 
vet about your preferences.

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by the Carvalho family and served as a base for dairy 
operations, as well as land for pasture, corn, and hay 
When the Carvalho family decided it was time to sell 
this land, the Coalition knew there was significant risk 
the land could be converted to residential development.

The Irishman. Starring Robert De Niro, A1 Pacino, and 
Joe Pesci. Directed by Martin Scorsese. Running time: 
209 minutes. MPAA rating: R. In select theaters and 
streaming on Netflix. 

Martin Scorsese's late-period masterpiece 
The Irishman kicks off on a note as darkly funny and 
devastating as much of the rest of the movie: a lengthy 
tracking shot through the halls of a Philadelphia nursing 
home, stopping on the gray, barely breathing husk of 
Frank Sheeran (Robert De Niro). Forget the famous, 
triumphant Copacabana tracking shot in Scorsese's 
GoodFellas — this is the cold, bleak truth of a cold, bleak 
life. Frank, a truck driver turned button man for the Philly 
mob, swam in the same deep waters as crime-family head 
Russell Bufalino (Joe Pesci) and embattled Teamsters king 
Jimmy Hoff a (A1 Pacino). Before he died in 2003, Frank 
claimed he whacked Hoff a, a confession in much dispute. 

I don't care if he really did it. The Irishman is not about the 
mystery of Jimmy Hoffa's death; it's about the mystery of 
Frank Sheeran's life, and men like him, who gave up the 
long-term nourishment of family for short-term security. 

At a party honoring Frank, there's a bit where 
De Niro and Pesci sit and talk while Scorsese's camera 
swings over for a glimpse of Pacino chatting with Harvey 
Keitel (as another big-time mobster). For those of a 
certain age who grew up watching these four men, this 
is like fan-service, or Christmas coming a month early. 

The Irishman often comes off as a farewell-tour concert, 
though I imagine all of them (except maybe Pesci) want 
to continue working — just maybe not all together, like 
this. The point is that the movie isn't all desolation and 
loss; it has many pleasures, including watching younger 
turks like Ray Romano, Jesse Plemons, Bobby Cannivale, 
and Sebastian Maniscalco looking like kids on that same 
Christmas morning, in a daze of disbelief that they get to 
play with legends. Then you have the nearly silent Anna 
Paquin as Peggy, Frank's daughter, who knows exactly 
what he is, and has since she was little. Peggy is what you 
look like when you've learned the harder, sharper bits of 
life long before you should. Paquin's sorrow and anger 
haunt the film. 

Aside from the much-discussed de-aging 
computer effects that allow De Niro and others to play 
men ranging from their twenties to their eighties, Scorsese 
doesn't indulge much whiz-bang. His stamp is clear and 



bold, but shots are held longer than you expect, or old 
men in huge aviator glasses sit and talk, quietly or not, 
in hotel rooms. There's no hint of the Rolling Stones or 
any other rock on the soundtrack. If Saving Private Ryan 
was Steven Spielberg's salute to the Greatest Generation, 
The Irishman is Scorsese's much more ambivalent view 
of them. The message seems to be. Our fathers may have 
done what they had to do, but that doesn't make them 
heroes. 


Or villains, either. Mostly, we see men hobbled by 
their own shortcomings. Pacino gives us a showboating 
Hof fa, afflicted with short-guy pugnacity and pride; he 
plays with Hoffa's vowels like a cat with string, while 
De Niro nods and reacts or sometimes stammers. By 
and large, though, Pacino just simmers and seethes. 
Over-the-top bravura is left to the young men; the old 
masters at work here, including Scorsese and his longtime 
editor Thelma Schoonmaker, seem to disregard anything 
noisy or inessential and get to the point without fuss. 

The Irishman is reserved, though not repressed. The old 
gangster violence pops out now and then, unemphatic 
and casual. A bullet comes for a man the way a stroke or 
cancer does. Nothing personal, fella, it is what it is. 

Like Frank, Scorsese has all daughters. Is there 
a Peggy in Scorsese's life, judging him quietly for being 
off on the set all the time? Even if there isn't, Scorsese can 
imagine Frank's particular purgatory. The women in these 
men's lives have been trained, generationally and socially, 
to stand by the men and not make problems. It takes a 
Peggy, a woman of the next generation, to say. Hey, this 
isn't how it's supposed to be. The Irishman is more about 
the conflict between Frank and Peggy, even when she's 
nowhere near the screen, than it is about Frank's tutelage 
under Bufalino or betrayal of Hoffa. The final shot invites 
debate and analysis. What does it express — hope, or 
acceptance of what's coming? Scorsese was idiotically 
shamed for not giving Anna Paquin more scenes or 
dialogue, but she makes her presence felt, woundingly, 
throughout. She, too, is a master, though at 37 far from 
old. It's enough that in that final shot, we know that Frank 
is waiting for one of two visitors. We know for sure only 
that one of them did come for him. And that's that.

White Cedar Preserve 

White Cedar Preserve was acquired in 
partnership with the Buzzards Bay Coalition and the 
Town of Rochester Conservation Commission and 
was made possible by funding from the Buzzards Bay 
National Estuary Program, the State of Massachusetts 
Conservation Partnership Program, and the North 
American Wetlands Conservation Act. It is located at the 
intersection of Walnut Plain Road and Estabrook Way. 
(For those using GPS, enter "1 Estabrook Way".) 

The 83-acre parcel is very diverse, varied terrain: 
upland to wetland, and home to a white cedar bog. You 
can walk the trail in either direction from field to wooded 
pathways, heading toward a large bog of white cedar. 

The trail winds through white pine and deciduous trees, 
including swamp birch, black tupelo, and red maple. 
There is a break in the trail due to swampy conditions. 
However, on drier days you may reach the often muddy, 
but beautiful terrain of the cedar swamp stands. (Walking 
time is 15-30 minutes.) Watch for the endangered Hessel's 
Hairstreak butterfly, whose larvae feed exclusively 
on Atlantic White Cedar. You may find leatherleaf, 
waterwillow, sheep laurel, cranberry, sundew, purple 
pitcher, sedge, hemlock, beech, as well as holly. Be on the 
lookout for deer as well, as deer trails wind through the 
parcel.

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and their spouses who have short-term financial needs. 

The fund will be controlled by the Marion 
Veterans Services Office and Marion Council on Aging. 
Disbursement of the funds will be evaluated by both 
agencies on a case-by-case basis and will be released if the 
need cannot be met by the day-to-day services provided 
by local, state or federal veterans assistance programs.
